Two (2) Gold Medals — Ist prize - Competition of Distinguished Marksmen. 
Four (4) Silver Medals — 2nd prize — Competition of Distinguished Marksmen. 


Three (3) gold medals — Ist prize — Division Marksmanship, same as heretofore known as 
“Army Skirmish prize” except that diameter of medal to be reduced to | %4 inches, and the word 
“Division” substituted for “Skirmishing” on the pin. 


Nine (9) gold medals — 2nd class prize — Division Marksmanship same as heretofore 
known as “Second class prize, Army Division Marksmanship”, (the word “Army” is now 
omitted) except that diameter of medal to be reduced to 1 5/8 inches. 


Eighteen (18) silver medals — 3rd class prize — Division Marksmanship, same as 
heretofore known as “third class prize, Army marksmanship”, except that diameter of medal to 
be reduced to 1 5/8 inches, and the pin to be same as that for the second class division prize. 


Three (3) gold medals — Ist prize — Cavalry Competition, same as heretofore known as 
“First Prize, Army Division Marksmanship” except that dimeter of medal to be reduced to 1 %4 
inches. 


Nine (9) gold medals - 2nd class prize — Cavalry Competition, same as heretofore known 
as “Division Skirmish prize”, except that diameter of medal to be reduced to 1 5/8 inches. Pin 
same as for the first prize Cavalry Competition (the old first prize Army Division).
